CHARGE OF LOITERING. 


LIVERPOOL MAN AND HIS 


MONEY. 


Before Mr. George P. Cussen, LL.B., in the 
Dublin District Court on Saturday, two men, 
whose names were given as John McCabe, 
11 Great Richmond street, Liverpool, and 
Thomas Devine, 31 Edgerton street, Man- 
chester, were remanded until Friday next on a 
eharge of loitering in the vicinity of Kings- 
bridge and jostling passengers boarding a 
tramcar for the purpose of picking pockets, 

cCabe was charged with having in his 
possession the following money and other 
articles, for which he failed to satisfactorily 
account :—Six £10 Bank of England notes, 
seventeen £5 Bank of England notes, 102 £1 
Treasury notes, nine £1 Bank of Treland 
notes, £7 10s. Treasury notes, and £2 13s. 6d. 
in silver and pers (total, £262 5s. 6d.); a 
lady’s purse, three ladies’ rings, one gentle- 
man’s gold ring, one gold chain, with 
sovereign pendant, one silver watch. 
Detective Sergeant Gibney stated that on 
the previons evening he saw the two prisoners 
jostling passengers boarding a tramcar at 
lamha, They separated and went down 
a side street, but joined each other later. The 
witness went in front of them and got hold of 
Devine, whom he charged with attempting to 
pick pockets. McCabe bolted, but was caught 
by Inspector O'Connell, who was close 
behind. McCabe, when questioned, said that 
the money found in his possession was the 
roceeds of a business which he had sold in 
iver When charged McCabe gave his 
address as 105 Cooper's hill, Liverpool, but 
that morning he gave the address which ap- 


4 peared in the charge sheet. 


Cross-examined by the prisoner McCabe— 
When you arrested me did I tell you I sold 
my business in Liverpool ’—You did. 

And did I show you my barking account !— 
You did. . : 

Devine did not cross-examine, but said that 
he knew nothing about it. 

Inspector (O'Connell, D.M.P., corroborated, 
and added that while taking McCabe to a 
tramcar to bring him to the police station he 
pulled a purse from his pocket and threw it 
on the footway. On the way to the police 
“w—-& McCabe made a rush to get out oí the 
ram.

THE POSTMAN. 


HE Postman! What a personage he 

I was, even in those far-off days of child- 

hood, when eagerly we watched and 
waited for a first glimpse of that familiar 
figure, whose knock brought us helter-skelter 
to the hall for the sheer joy of receiving: and 
distributing the fa:nily trophies from a world 
unknown. 

Perhaps, because most of us are still 
children at heart, the glamour of childhood 
is not — forgotten, and the distinctive 
knock of our old-time friend awakens an 
almost instinctive expectancy, which is, alas! 
too often doomed to perish in disappoint- 
ment. 

Yet there are few who can themselves 
claim exemption from the failing of pro- 
crastination in letter-writing. 

It is so fatally easy to put off till to- 
morrow the letter which should be written 
to-day. Lack of time sounds a pardonable 
excuse, yet it is somewhat disconcerting to 
have to remember that it is generally the 
busiest people who are the best correspon- 
dents. 

In an old boek of newspaper cuttings a 
striking paragraph has been preserved: ‘‘ No 
man delays reading or writing what he really 
wants to read or write because he lacks the 
time. There may be a dcezen good reasons 
why he delays doing this, but a lack of time 
is not one of the dozen.”’ 

After all, there are twenty-four hours, or 
one thousand four hundred and forty

minutes, in every day, but it might 
be unwise to take the matter further 
and to overtax our knowledge of proportion. 

The fact remains that íor most people the 
postman is a welcome messenger, and his 
advent is regarded as an event oí the day, 
especially Si the holiday season, 

Away from home, no matter how con- 
genial our temporary surroundings, there is 
a natural thrill of interest in the most trivial 
and ordinary events of the home circle, while 
the holiday makers can enrich their friends’ 
minds by vivid descriptions of leisure’s joys, 
which will lend colour to the every cine 
routine of life. 

I think it is Plato who has so beautifully 
expressed this ideal of friendship, which holds 
that through our friends we find a double 
enjoyment in life, as well as our own 
joys, their pleasures, too, are ours. 

On the subject of correspondence, yet 
another thought suggests itself, It is the 
special need for promptitude in the despatch 
of certain letters. 

The sincere message of sympathy, letters of 
congratulation, of appreciation, of thanks— 
how much they depreciate in value if their 
arrival is delayed even for a week. How 
much the oversight hurts if they are forgotten 
altogether. 

It is just a question of thought, but it 
makes all the difference in death—in life. 

It is just ‘‘ the little more, and how much 
it is.

HOUSEKEEPING AND 
BRAINS. 


-“ 


T is usually allowed by fair-minded men 
| that women need a certain amount of 
brains for their special work; but no 
man who has not tried to put himself in the 
Fa of a ''general ' knows quite how much 
rains, mixed with patience, with an orderly 
mind and with concentration, is required to 
““run ” a house in these days of high prices 
and the independence of what are called 
“‘ the working classes.”’ 

The war and the complete social changes 
wrought by it, and by high taxation, has 
taught many a woman (brought up in 
luxury) to do the complete work of a 
general servant herself; or, with the little 
assistance given b,’ an untrained servant, to 
do all the cooking, the dusting, the arrang- 
ing of an attractive dinner table, the 
laundering of small things, and the hundred 
and one other duties which a trained servant 
has done for her before she was married, 
and to do it well. 

Mistress and Maid.—It needs brains to be 
both mistress and maid! The housewife 
who “dces' the work of a maid -has, in 
addition, the work and duties of the mistress 
of a house on her shoulders. 

She must pay calls, write letters, dress 


sink socially, and ‘‘keep up appearances '' 
for her Sesbond’s sake, especially if he is a 
professional man. 

She may love music or literature; delicate 
emoroidery may be her hobby; painting, 
poetry or gardening her refuge from the 
worries of life; ~ut all these must give way 
to ‘‘domestic drudgery,’’ unless she has 
sufficient brains to so organise her domestic 
duties, that a little leisure time may be found 
for her own needs and tastes. 

Those words, “‘domestic drudgery” must 
be eliminated from her mind, and if not quite 
able to say with sincerity: ‘‘ Blessed be. 
drudgery,’’ she must, at least, work in the 
spirit of Keble’s lines :— 

“The trivial round, the common task, 

Would furnish all we need to ask 
Room to deny ourselves.” . . 

The mistress of a. house, the wife, the 
mother will always “find room” to deny 
herself—and when she refuses to do so, or under 
srotest does so, and unwillingly, then we may 
ook for the complete loss of that Irish home- 
life. which every decent man and woman in 
this country loves and values in their hearts, 
in _— of the modern love of change and 
gadding about to restaurants, hotels and 
other peoples’ houses!

PICTURE-HANGING. 
a on 


HE art of picture-hanging requires much 
nicety and no little patience, for it is 
difficult to measure distances between 

the centres of frames along a wall. 

One method is to have a brass or iron rod 
fixed at the top of the wall, just under the 
ceiling, filled with sliding rings, to which the 
pictures may be attached by wire or cord. 
This is the best plan, but it involves expense. 
Picture rings are usually fixed at the back of 
the frame and some inches below the upper 
edge; this arrangement throws the picture 
forward at the top, which some consider an 
advantage. It has advantages for pictures 
hung in the top row of a gallery or room, but 
a light frame so hung is never steady, and a 
slight motion sets it out of line. You will 
need to be constantly adjusting a picture 
hung in this way. 

A good plan is to screw rings on the upper 
edge of the frame, which will then be flat 
against the wall. When nails are used they 
should be driven just under the cornice, never 
lower down if it can be avoided, for obvious 
reasons. Another point to remember is that 
interior walls, or those dividing room from 
room, or room from passage, are merely 
framed partitions filled in with lath and 
plaster. For this reason it is hard to find a 
hold for the nail, but gently tap on the wal! 
with a hammer and you will find where the 


solid wood occurs, and there you may drive 
your nail. 

A framed picture should not be hung from 
one nail; the triangular space between three 
points will be out of harmony with the line 
of a room. 

Hang oil pictures by themselves. Do not 
hang water-colours and photographs or en- 
gravings on the same wall. Rach may be 
beautiful, but to place them together de- 
stroys the effect of both. The print will look 
cold and hard beside the water-colour, while 
the latter is made to look unreal and gaudy 
by the side of the photo, Hang oil paintings, 
water-colours, photos or engravings on separ- 
ate walls, or, if feasible, in separate rooms. 

Picture cord should harmonise with or 
match your wall paper. Almost invisible 
wire can be used, which does not harbour 
dust, but is not so easily adjusted as 
cord, E.R,

SUCCESSFUL FETE IN AID. 
The “ Wembley ” féte held in Brooke Park, 
Londonderry, in aid of the Derry Infirmary 
was a great success in every way. The net 
sum realised has not been yet ascertained. 
The first day brought in £600 and the second 
day about £500, while at the re-opening 
ceremony on I'vriday Lady Anderson, C.B.E., 
a member of the Infirmary Board, announced 
a donation of £500 from the funds of the 
women’s voluntary war workers of London- 
derry. Between the sports and féfe on Satur- 
day and the street ss and other collec- 
tions it is probable that the total will reach 
22,000. The money is to be devoted to the 
building of a new wing and nursing quarters. 
Already the Committee have received a 
bequest of £3,000 from the late Mr. J. T. 
Poston, while his brother, Mr. Robert Poston, 
Kilcatten House, recently presented the hos 
ital with a cheque for £1,000, both sums to 

devoted to the building of the Poston wing. 
At the same time the Committee are building 
accommodation for about twenty-six nurses, 
and the total cost of the buildings is to be 
about £10,000.

The Dublin Correspondent of the Statist 
publishes some interesting information in 
the current issue concerning the results of 
Protection in the Free State. His 
analysis of the effects of the new taxes on 
the whole is favourable. According to a 


recent report of the Cork Industrial 


tax of fifteen per cent, on imported foot- 
wear has stimulated the manufacture of 
boots and shoes in the South of Ireland, 
and one important firm in Cork has been 
able to employ sixty additional hands in 
its factory since the imposition of the 
tariff. Of course it is too soon yet to 
estimate the true effects of the tariffs. 
When they were being imposed the Free 
State Minister for Finance established a 
remarkable precedent. The tariffs were 
announced in Dail Kireann on April 26th, 
but Mr. Blythe post-dated them in such 
a way that the boot and shoe tax did not 
become operative until May 5th, while the 
taxes on soap and candles were postponed 
until July. This period of grace gave 
traders a splendid opportunity, of which 
they were not slow to avail themselves. 
Between January and May no fewer than 
two million pairs of boots and shoes were 
imported into the Free State at a total cost 
of £1,000,000, and it is fairly safe to 
assume that a very large proportion of this 
number arrived, or was ordered, during 
the nine days’ breathing space which Mr. 
Blythe gave the trade before the tariffs 
began to operate. In the case of candles 
and soap sixty-five days were allowed. 
During that period enormous quantities of 
these commodities were imported into the 
Saorstat. The import of soap alone during 
the month of May exceeded the average 
quantity for the four preceding months by 
as much as 750 per cent. These goods were 
imported free of tax, and, naturally, were 
sold—or are being sold—in the protected 
market. One Irish firm of soap and 
candle manufacturers told the Cork In- 
dustrial Development Association that, as 
a result of the glutted market, its whole 
business had been crippled for twelve 
months. As a further result of the fact 
that such huge quantities of goods were 
imported free of tax, prices, on the whole, 
have not yet begun to rise very 
much, but the untaxed stocks will not 
last for ever, and then the real test of the 
tariffs will begin. 

There is no doubt that in some respects 
the imposition of protective tariffs is likely 
to benefit Irish manufactures. The Dublin 
Industrial Development Association, for 
instance, announces that in the cases of 
firms which are affected by the new duties 
in the city there have been increases 
ranging from five to thirty per cent. 
in the number of employés. In the long 
run, however, Protection, as such, is 
thoroughly bad for an _ agricultural 
country, and, even if it reduces unemploy-' 
ment to a limited extent, the benefits 
which the working classes gain through 
this fact is more than  counter- 
balanced by the increase in prices 
which, sooner or later, Protection is 
bound to bring in its train. The consumer 
always suffers. At present there is a wide- 
spread demand for an extension of Mr. 
Blythe's protective experiment. Every- 
body in the Free State who manufactures 
: g wants his industry to be. pro- 
tected, and there is always a possibility 
that the Government, lured by the prospect 
of additional revenue, may listen to the 
voice of the tempter. A greater mistake 
to a statement by Sir John Keane, 
Two Irish firms tendered for £16 11s.

Tm this case, as the Statist remarks, Pro- 
tection would be a costly experiment from 


the consumer's point of view, and, mutatis 
mutandis, the criticism applies in a greater 
or less degree to virtually all cases. Most 
of the consumers in this country are 
farmers, or people who depend in one way 
or another on the agricultural industry. 
They must sell their produce in a free 
market at highly competitive prices, ani 
many of them find the earning of a decent 
living difficult enough in the circum- 
stances. If they are forced to buy the 
necessaries of life in a protected market, 
the ratio of income to expenditure imme- 
diately is thrown out of alignment, with 
unhappy results to the national economy. 
The protective tariffs which were embodied 
in the Budget last April were declared by 
Mr, Blythe to be of a purely experimental 
nature, and the strictest investigation 
ought to be made not only before new im- 
posts are brought into force, but even 
before the existing tariffs are continued. 


Ten Years Ago. 


Ten years ago was fought the Battle of 
the Marne, the first and greatest decisive 
battle of the war, which turned the tide 
of defeat for the Allies. When Marshal 
Joffre delivered his counter stroke the 
German Army was pressing towards 
Paris, flushed with success and confident 
of further triumphs. Its advance guards 
were barely twenty miles from the city, 
and a siege reminiscent of 1870-71 seemed 
to be inevitable. The French Government 
had left for Bordeaux, and the capital lay 
paralysed before the invaders, waiting for 
its fate with the calm of despair. Swift 
as the collapse of the French Armies had 
been in 1870, the débdcle of 1914 seemed 
to have been swifter and no less complete. 
With dramatic suddenness the whole 
situation changed. The French and 
British launched their decisive counter- 
attack, and the enemy was hurled back. 
Paris was saved, and the long succession of 
German victories was broken. On the night 
of September 2 General von Kluck, the 
German Commander, made his first serious 
mistake. Acting under orders from General 
Headquarters at Luxemburg, he directed 
the First Army to follow the Second Army 
towards the South-East, with a view to 
forcing the French away. from Paris in 
this direction. This movement left the 
right flank open to attack from the British 
and the new French Army which was being 
formed. Marshal Joffre was quick to 
seize the opportunity for which he had 
hoped and prepared. On September 4 he 
sent his famous order to Sir John French, 
directing the British Army to attack. All 
the world knows how loyally this unex- 
pected, but welcome, order was carried 
out, and appreciates the spirit of an Army 
which turned, without failing or hesitation, 
from retreat to advance. The heaviest 
fighting in the ensuing battle fell to the 
French, but the British, in executing a 
minor réle, showed the spirit. that saved 
Sir John Moore’s Army at Corunna. 

The Allies owed their victory to the sound 
strategical wisdom of their imperturbable 
commander, which was supported nobly 
by the enterprising Governor of Paris, 
General Gallieni, who rushed his troops 
out to the scene of battle in taxi-cabs, 
thus enacting one of the most inspired 
and dramatic episodes of modern warfare. 
The failure of the German strategy at the 
critical moment made the result of the 
battle possible. Up to the time when 
the German forces were almost at the 
doors of Paris, their success had been too 
complete. The German General Staff was 
surprised into making a false move. The 
Army had advanced so far that it had got 
partially out of control. Despite the 
efforts of von Kluck, it could not be con- 
centrated with sufficient speed, and was 
only extricated with the greatest diffi- 
culty. If the British Army could have 
moved forward a little more quickly the 
destruction of the German forces probably 
would have been complete; but Marshal 
Joffre’'s order was delayed for a few 
precious hours, and the obstinate resist- 
ance of the German rearguards, aided by 
the strength of their positions, succeeded 
in averting a shattering calamity. The 
opening campaign of the war on the 
Western Front showed how difficult it is 
to control an Army under modern condi- 
tions when it moves either fast or far from 
its base. German inter-communication 
broke down during the headlong advance 
towards Paris, and the General Staff was 
out of touch, and only partially certain of 
the positions of the Armies under its con- 
trol. The Allies suffered also from the lack 
of knowledge which is almost inevitable 
when Armies are in contact, On Septem- 
ber 6 the obscurity of the situation delayed 
the advance of Sir Douglas Haig’s corps 
just long enough to allow the enemy te 
escape from the clutches of the Allies, and 
carry out the pre-arranged retirement to 
the prepared defensive position on the 
Aisne. 


Remnants of History. 


Excavations are to be made beside the 
London Law Courts in search of the holy 
well of Saint Clement, which was the 
goal of great pilgrimages in the days of 
King Canute, founder of St. Clement 
Danes. There can be few places in the 
world so packed with varied historical 
relics as the busy heart of London, or so 
redolent of the romance of history. Lud- 
gate is supposed to embody the name of 
Lugh, legendary founder of the Taillteann 
Games. Fragments of the Celto-Roman 
Londinium have been unearthed showing 
that the antique city was gay with colour 
and amazingly modern in enjoying such 
conveniences as the central heating of 
houses. Saxon, Dane and Norman over- 
wrote the palimpsest of the London soil, 
and the progress of art down the ages is 
inscribed in the buildings that are crowned 
by the glory of the Renaissance in Eng- 
Londoners have more 
reverence for the associations of their city 
than Irish folk for the storied relics with 
which this ancient land is strewn. The 
Dubliner who ventures out in his oil- 
skins for a drive into the surrounding 
country sees rath and castle neglected and 
decaying. “King James’s Castle,” so 
called because it received the flying 
Stuart after his defeat, was an impressive 
ruin a few years ago, but to-day its linea- 
ments have been destroyed. A more 
modern relic, Charlemont House, | fre- 
quented once by Grattan and other makers 
of history, is,soon to be demolished. One 
of the most fascinating spots in Europe 
is within an hour's run of ‘Nelson's Pillar 
—the Hill of Tara; The visitor who goes 
there to call before his fancy the chiefs 
and ladies bright of Moore’s song, finds a 
green field grazed over by cattle, and 


wholly unprotected, He sees the outline 


of the vast banqueting hall in long grassy 
lines, and the circular trenches around the 
sites of kingly house 
where St. Patrick is supposed to have 
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| other land, this romantic spot would be 


guarded—and exploited. One happy re 
flection that comes to the visitor to those 
silent mounds is, that Ireland’s chief relic, 
this famous hill, is at least one that the 
Americans cannot carry away. 


First Editions. 


At recent sales of books in Ireland many 
interesting ‘first editions’? changed 
hands, for the most part at what the 
uninstructed would consider astonishingly 
low prices. A first edition of “ Pacata 
Hibernia’’ (1633), one of the most interest- 
ing and important of source-books of Irish 
history, was sold for twenty-six 
shillings; and a first edition of Boswell’s 
“Life of Johnson” brought only £25. 
An eminent English essayist recently 
shocked lovers of rare editions by declar- 
ing that, caeteris paribus, the later an 


edition the better he liked it, since it might 


be assumed that the later the editing of a 
book the nearer perfection it would be. 
Let a book be clearly printed and well 
bound, and he would ask no more. Yet, 
rarity apart, old editions often have a 
charm lacking from new impressions. 
Cadell’s edition of the Waverley Novels, 
in forty-eight volumes, which was sold 
last week for less than the cost of the 
cheapest modern edition of those great 
stories, is, with its fine type and fascinat- 
ing plates, peculiarly pleasant to handle 
and read. It is true, however, that a 
liking for rare volumes does not always go 
with an appreciation of their contents. 
Swift wrote of sciolists who dealt with 
books as with noble folk—learnt their 
names and boasted of their acquaintance. 
The lover of literature resents a treating of 
books as if they were pieces of delicate 
china-ware, intended for admiration but 
not for use. This to him is a worship of 
the letter and an ignoring of the spirit. 
He suspects that the Preacher had 
collectors in mind when he said that 
“of making many books there is no end ; 
and much study is a weariness of the 
flesh.’’ On the other hand, who is there 
that has loved some great book dearly, 
finding in it truly “the life-bioad of a 
master-spirit,’’ but feels a thrill of inti- 
macy when he lights on the earliest print- 
ing of it? Who is there who can view a 
First Folio of Shakespeare without feeling 
himself nearer to the living man? The 
despiser of all “first editions’’ must be 
a man to whom all relics are dumb things ; 
he would be unmoved by the sight of the 
banners that flew at famous battles, or the 
crowns with which historic kings were 
crowned

A General Election. 


Tt is stated that Unionist agents 
throughout the country have been warned 
to be in readiness for a. general election in 
November, and, in consequence, intense 
activity in Conservative circles will begin 
without delay. It seems to be regarded as 
certain that the great struggle in the 
House of Commons will be over the loan 
to the Soviet, a loan badly needed by 
the Bolsheviks, since they have now taken 
to selling national works of art in the 
Hermitage Museum to raise money. The 
Liberal tendency is to oppose the ratifica- 
tion of the Russian Treaty, and it is 
thought that the party will go into the 
Lobby against the Bill. A small number, 
however, will certainly vote with the 
Government, but they will not be 
numerous enough to save it from defeat. 
It is understood, however, that Mr. Mac- 
donald fully recognises the danger of 
defeat on such a question, and that it 
would not be a favourable subject for an 
appeal to the country.

LETTER WHICH ALLAYED HIS

I should, 
perhaps, explain that I was in Washington 
from the beginning of November, 1921, during 
the period in .which the Irish Treaty was 
framed, and on my return in the middle of 
February, 1922, I felt some anxiety lest it 
should have inadvertently done an injustice 
to Northern Ireland in respect of its 
boundary. Lord Birkenhead’s letter was in- 
tended to allay my doubts, and did so 
effectually. It has the advantage of being a 
contemporary document, written by colleague 
to colleague, and with no thought of publica- 
tion.—Yours faithfully, 
BaLFour.

This seems to me to differ in no way 
from. the ordinary precedents set in innumer- 
able treaties between European States during 
the nineteenth century.

Article 2 of that Treaty sets out in detail 
the territories to be comprised within the 
new Principality, just as the Government of 
Ireland Act sets out in detail the territories 
to be comprised within Northern Ireland. 

The article of the Berlin Treaty proceeds (I 
translate myself for clearness sake): — This 
delimination will be fixed on the spot by the 
European Commission, on which the signatory 
.wers will be represented. It 1s understood.

Majesty, the Sultan, being able to defend 
the frontiers of the Balkans of Eastern 
Roumelia. :

GIVE AND TAKE. 


LORD LONDONDERRY AND A 
SETTLEMENT. 


Speaking at Levens, Westmorland, on 
Saturday, the Marquis of Londonderry said 
that in his judgment the boundary question 
not only was of pressing interest to Ireland, 
but touched the very foundations and 
stability of the Empire, 

Northern Ireland had never asked for the 
change in status brought about the Ireland 
Act, 1920, and they accepted it on the definite 
understanding that it was a final settlement. 
They had restored law and order in the Pro- 
vince, and were hoping that they might look 
forward to a period of normal conditions 
when they were once more confronted with 
another proposed arrangement. He referred 
to the Sonndin: Commission, which flang 
them once more into the vortex of political 
controversy. i 

The new bill was framed, said Lord Lon- 

donderry, to enable the British Government 
to appoint a representative on the Commis- 
sion which Northern Ireland declined to ap- 
point. It might be passed, and then lost 
and forgotten in that collection of Irish Acts, 
conferences, and arrangements with which 
they in Ireland were so familiar. That was 
the best they could hope for; otherwise it 
could only widen the breach which existed 
at present between the North and South, 
and probably delay indefinitely the only 
chance of unity in Ireland-on which so much 
depended. 
e was convinced that the only possible 
solution lay in the offer which Sir James 
Craig had Mhag made for the boundary 
to be settled by himself and Mr. Cosgrave 
on the basis of mutual give-and-take in the 
interests oí peace, and on the clear under- 
standing that it was a final settlement. 

Ulster, he said, had given up three 
counties which naturally belonged to it— 
Cavan, Monaghan and  Donegal—and, 
therefore, they could not in any circum- 
stances be a party to an arrangement which 
could involve the further transfer of tracts 
of territory or towns belonging, both actually 
and sentimentally, to the Province of Ulster. 
The great fundamental difference between 
the North and South lay in the diverging 
ideals, in the differences of the attitude, 
towards Great Britain and the Empire. He 
would venture to say to the South from that 
platform that not only their existence, but all 
their traditions and success, were closely 
wound up with Great Britain and its achieve- 
ments, and that the only hope of unity 
between the North and South Jay in putting 
on one side the theory of Republicanism and 
joining with them in loyalty and devotion to 
the Empire. 


SIR R. HORNE’S VIEW. 


Sir Rebert Horne, addressing a Unionist 
demonstration at Perth on Saturday, said 
that there was enshrouded in British law the 
principle that territory of a subordinate Legis- 
lature under the British Crown could not be 
altered without the consent of the people, 
and Ulster had a right to plead that nothing 
should be done to alter her Constitution with- 
out previous consultation with her. 


CONVICT’S DARING PLAN. 


————- 
ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE FROM 
‘PRISON. 


The Press Association’s Peterhead Corre- 
spondent telegraphs :— 
Cunningly conceived and daringly executed, 
an attempt at escape from the Scottish 
convict prison at Peterhead was made during 
a dense morning fog a few days ago, by a 
convict named Shepherd, one of three Gran- 
ton bank robbers, who is serving a sentence 
of fourteen years’ penal servitude. 
During the night Shepherd unfastened a 
piece of iron belting from the cell furnishings, 
and curved it to the shape of the top of the 
prison wall. Next he tore his bedding into 
strips and made a rope, which he fastened 
to his iron hook. Concealing his handiwork 
under his clothes, he paraded in the fog with 
the other convicts, and at the first oppor- 
tunity slipped out of sight. He made for an. 
isolated part of ths prison yard, and after 
four unsuccessful attempts, succeeded in 
fixing the hook to the top of the wall. Then 
seizing hold of the rope, he clambered to the 
top of the wall, and lowered himself to the 
ground on the other side. 
The prison officials at first were unaware of 
the escape, but a warder who was super- 
intending four convicts feeding pigs outside 
the prison, heard a scraping noise when the 
convict was scaling the wall, and, peering 
into the fog, saw Shepherd's ‘figure crawling ' 
through a potato field. He gave the alarm, 
and turning to his four charges, told them 
than an escape was in progress. It is a 
tribute to the new system of prison discipline 
inaugurated at Peterhead that the four : 
prisoners volunteered to assist in Shepherd's 
capture.

THE YELLOW PERIL. 


UANTON, Sunday. 

In the course of an interview, Dr. Sun Yat- 
Sen confirmed his intention of personally 
heading his army northward to effect a junc- 
ture with Lu Yung-Hsiang, the Tuchun of 
Chekiang. 

“If We Pei-Fu,”’ he declared, “is per- 
mitted to subjugate and unify China by force, 
then you will have the Yellow Peril. We Pei- 
Fu would militarise China, Great Britain and 
America helping him. I also could have 
unified China. 

“I still control the arms which have been 
unloaded into the Whampoa go-downs for the 
use of the Merchants’ Volunteer Corps. They 
have not been parcelled out to the different 
generals. I shall, however, refuse to hand 
them over to the Volunteers unless their com- 
mander pledges allegiance to the authorities. 
“My expedition northwards is really a 
defensive one, because We Pei-Fu, who is 
victorious at the moment, would next march 
on Canton and crush me.’’—(Press Association 
Foreign Special.)

ST. JOHN’S, NEWFOUNDLAND,

Yesterday evening, for example, 
although shore leave, had been granted to one- 
fourth of the cree only one man went 
ashore from’ H.M.S. Hood. The committee, 
therefore, compromised with a series of half- 
day events, with a route march of all avail- 
able men through St. John’s on Wednesday, 
which is being made an official holiday. The 
force will be conveyed from Conception Bay 
by train, and entertained in hotels and 
restaurants.

This principle was 
agreed to in a resolution in the names of 
Great Britain and France, in which it was 
admitted that in the new proposals there 
were divergencies of view. The Third Com- 
mittee is to try to reconcile these divergen- 
cies and then to take steps to call an 
international conference on armaments. 
The First Committee is instructed to con- 
sider what amendments to the Covenant 
will be required to “strengthen the soli- 
darity and security of nations by settling 
by pacific means all disputes.” 

In his speech on the resolution Mr. 
Macdonald said that his arbitration plan 
was no mere gesture, nor was it a trap for 
small nations in matters of disarmament 
and individual liberty. The League would 
justify itself if it passed the resolution. 

The French Premier said that if the 
League did not pass the resolution, four 
years’ effort would have been thrown away. 
It would enable them to overcome a stage 
of indecision in League policy, and would 
mark a period of decisive progress. 

Mr. Macdonald and M. Herriot left 
Geneva together last Saturday night. M 
Theunis, the Belgian Premier, has also 
left. 


LEAGUE’S RESOLUTION. 


FIRST STEPS TOWARDS THE 


ABOLITION OF WAR. 


GENEVA, Saturday. 

The text of the joint resolution on Arbitra- 
tion read at to-day’s session of the As- 
sembly in the names of Great Britain. and 
France by M. Motta, the President, is as 
follows :— 

“The Assembly, noting the declarations of 
the Governments represented, remarks with 
satisfaction that thev contain the basis of an 
undertaking tending to establish a secure 
peace, and decides as follows— 


proposals the divergencies between certain 
points of view which have been expressed, 
and, when agreement has been reached, to 
enable an international Conference on arma- 
ments to be summoned by the League of Na- 
tions at the earliest possible moment, the 
Third Committee is requested 
(1) To consider the material dealing 
with security and the reduction of 
armaments, particularly the observa- 
tions of Governments on the draft 
treaty of mutual assistance prepared 
in pursuance of Resolution 14 of the 
Third Assembly and other plans pre- 
pared and presented to the Secre- 
tariat since the publication of the 
Draft Iretay, and to examine the 
obligaticns contained in the Coven- 
ant of the League in relation to the 
guarantees of security, that a resort 
to arbitration and a reduction of 
armaments may require. 
(2) The first Committee is requested 
(a) to consider, in view of possible 
amendments, the articles in the 
Covenant relating to the settlement 
of disputes; (lb) to examine within 
what limits the terms of Article 36, 
Paragraph 2 of the Statute establish- 
ing the International Court might be 
rendered more precise, and thereby 
facilitate the more general acceptance 
of the clause and thus strengthen the 
solidarity and the security of the 
nations of the world by settling by 
pacific means all disputes which may 
arise between States, , 


SINCERITY OF PURPOSE. 


Addressing the Assembly on the resolution, 
Mr. Macdonald said that the discussion had 
exposed the needs of States of varying condi- 
tions, and no agreement by the League of 
Nations, however good on paper, or however 
desirable morally, could be satisfactory unless 
it related to the actual facts of the situation 
in which each State found itself. (Applause.) 

After eulogising the efforts of M. 
Bourgeois on behalf of arbitration, Mr. Mac- 
donald alluded to the admirable speech yester- 
day of his friend, M. ‘Herriot, and added :— 
“We have both very often started on the 
same road and the same journey, and, 
as we are good friends, we do not 
go very far before. we move together arm- 
in-arm. (Loud applause.) It is not that our 
opinions have been reconciled; it is that 
meaningless differences in distance and _ posi- 
tion have been bridged by common sense and 
our desire for human companionship. It is 
not enough to dream our dreams and have 
our visions; we have to discover a way.” 

He wished to give an assurance so far as 
the British Government was concerned, that 
the latter had no intention whatever of shut- 
ting its eyes to obvious dangers in order to 
indulge in a pleasant gesture—no traps for 
small nationalities in matters of disarmament, 
no weakening of their opportunities to live, 
and no sacrificing of security or liberty to ex- 
press themselves or liberty to enjoy them- 
selves in the possession of their historical tra- 
ditions, which they were glorifying and beau- 
tifying by the contributions which they were 
now making to those traditions. 

Mr. Macdonald concluded as follows :— 
“The world expects much from ns. Let us 
have courage and give it that much by carry- 
ing this resolution, by carrying on the work, 
and by seeing to it that we shall not sleep 
until we have discovered a way to secure 
peace. We shall thus be writing the name of 
this Assembly in letters of gold for the his- 
tory of mankind.’”’ (Loud and prolonged ap- 
plause.) 


DECISIVE PROGRESS. 


M. Herriot, who followed Mr. Macdonald, 
said that he trusted that the Belgian dele- 
gation would let him speak in their name, 
and, he had the assurance of the Italian 
delegation that, he might speak in their name 
also. Besides many others who had given 
their cérdial support to what had been 
achieved during the last few days they had 
also. he said, had the advantage of listening 
to the generous views of Lord Paroom, imbued 
with a lofty spirit of philosophy. In adopting 
the resolution, he thought that they would 
choose the best and most practical part. It 
would, indeed, be deplorable if they had to 
admit that four years of effort’ had been 
wasted and thrown away. 
He felt that when he left this hall he would 
be full of hope and gratitude, because he 
thought thaf they had undertaken what must 
be the most difficult task in the whole life- 
time of the League of Nations. : 
He hoped that they would soon see the 
e of Nations cross the dead centre re- 
ferred to by some speakers, and added, that 
the French delegation would co-operate in the 
bang “E wii fon.

SANTIAGO DE CHILE, Saturday. 

A new Ministry has been formed as 
follows :—Premier and Minister of the In- 
terior, General Luis Altandiano; Foreign 
Affairs, Senor Emiliano Figueroa; Finance, 
Senor Almirante Neff; War, General Bennet ; 
Justice, Senor Gregorio Amunategui; In- 
dustry, Senor Angel Guarello. 

The change in the Chilean Government has 
arisen, as so often happens in South Ameri- 
can Republics, from a military movement, 
which first took concrete form in the summon- 
ing ‘by the military leaders of a mecting of 
the General Officers’ Club to discuzs the 
situation. At the meeting various complaints 
against the outgoing Government were raised 
and endorsed by those present, foremost 
among them being an allegation that bills 
entailing expenditure had been passed with- 
out requisite funds being available. 

This was followed by an appeal of the 
President the Republic to the military 
leaders to make their desires known freely. 
The officers asked for the introduction, with- 
out delay, of legislation promoting social 
welfare, industrial reform, and the stabilisa- 
tion of the exchange, and, at the same time, 
for the supersession of the Government by 
another one more® satisfactory to all parties, 
the military leaders giving assurances that 
they were acting with all due respect for the 
Constitution and public order. 

This led to the formation of the new Go- 
vernment.—( Reuter.)

Lord Birkenhead’s interpretation of the 
terms of Article 12 ‘s bound in itself to carry 
great weight—all the more since that dis- 
poses in advance of difficulties which he him- 
self had apparently never felt. It is not in 
any sense the ingenious subsequent argument 
of a public controversialist, but the private 
contemporary opinion of an intimate col- 
league. And Lord Balfour’s acceptance of 
that opinion as dispelling his own anxieties 
is more significant still. No living statesman 
—and his political life has now spanned half 
a century—has been more closely identified 
throughout the whole of it with every succes- 
sive phase of the Irish problem, and in recent 
years especially with the cause of Ulster, It 
is interesting evidence of his continued 
vigour that Lord Baifour, returning from 
America with very different matters in his 
mind, should have seized at once upon that 
point in the Treaty which seemed most likely 
to prejudice the Ulster cause.

THE ATTITUDE OF JAPAN. 


The Timea Correspondent at Tokyo states 
in a message dealing with Japan’s attitude 
towards the hostilities in China :—The British 
Ambassador, who has just returned in the 
cruiser Hawkins from a month's vacation in 
China and Korea, says that Japan will loyally 
co-operate with the other nations in the, pro- 
tection of their nationals. He thinks that 
the situation is precarious, but points out 
that the presence of the Hawkins here indi- 
cates that the Powers are not anxious. I 
had a conversation with Baron Shidehara, the 
Foreign Minister, to-day, and he gave me the 
following statement for publication :— 

‘*A long duration of hostilities in China is 
improbable, because of the factions on both 
sides, because of the floods, and because of 
the lack of funds. If the fighting spreads to 
Manchuria hundreds of thousands of Japanese 
there will be in peril, whom normally the 
Japanese railway guard adequately protects. 
Japan will take the necessary measures cOm- 
patible with international considerations for 
the protection of her nationals. Japanese 
trade is not likely to be seriously affected 
unless hostilities are protracted.’’ 


ULSTER’S SECURITY. 


The Daily Express says :—Lord Birken- 
head’s letter establishes conclusively that 
the British Ministers who signed the Treaty 
intended to provide solely for a readjustment 
of the boundaries between North and South, 
and not for a transfer of large areas and 
towns.

CONGRESS. 


TO STRIKE, 


DEBATE ON FISCAL 
QUESTION. 


T’.e Trade Union Congress, which con: 
cluded at Hull last Saturday, was notable 
for the seriousness with which delegates de- 
bated questions of political and industrial 
policy. There was an almost complete 
absence of the scenes which characterised 
previous assemblies, and the recriminations 
and :” alries between unions which took 
place at the Plymouth Congress last year 
were skilfully avoided, 

There are few changes in the new General 
Council. Mr. J. Marchbank, President of 
the N.U.R., takes the place of Mr. J. H. 
Thomas. The only other change in the con- 
stitution is that in the General Workers’ 
Group. Mr. J. Davenport (General 
abourers) takes the place of. Mr. J. .H. 
Moore (Laundry Workers’ Union). The 
Council will meet in London shortly to elect 
a new Chairman, who will be next years 
President of the Congress. 


PROTECTION, 


A debate on the attitude of Labour to- 

wards fiscal questions was included in the 

closing session. The Printing, Bookbinding 

and Paper Workers’ Union submitted a 
resolution, asking the Conference to express 
the opinion that, in view of the very obvious 
difference of opinion existing in the trade 
union moveme ‘ with regard to the ques- 
tions of Free Trade, Protection and Imperial 
Preference, the time had arri¥ed when a 
definite policy should be adopted in the in- 
terests of the working class movement. It 
asked the General Council to make repre- 
sentation to the Labour Party, with a view 
to setting up a Joint Committee of Inquiry 
for the purpose of investigating industries 
separately as to the advantage to be derived 
from either system, and issue a report, if 
possible, for the next meeting of Congress. 

Proposing the resolution, Mr. E, W. 
Spackman (Paper Workers) pointed out. that 
the resolution did not commit the Congress 
to any one fiscal system. He said that im- 
mediately the ‘hancellor of the Exchequer 
proposed that the McKenna Duties should 
be ah .sned leaders of the working class 
movement were jockeyed into the position of 
going to the Chancellor and asking him not 
to go on. It was unfair that professed 
Labour leaders should be put in that posi- 
tion, and it set the rank and file wondering 
exactly where they stood on this question 
when Labou~ candidates at the last election 
were in favour of Free Trade. 

Mr. E. Friend (Paper Workers) said that 
they were told that the Dawes Report wouid 
injure the miners. During the Budget de 
bate there was a difference of opinion among 
Labour members of the House as to how far 
Mr. Snowden was right in the step he put 
forward, and some clarification of pokey was 
necessary. 

Mr. G. McNamara (Wigan Weavers), on 
behalf of the textile workers of Lancashire, 
opposed the resolution, which was, he said, 
one of the most dangerous submitted to the 
Congress. The danger was not so much in 
what the resolution said, but what it im- 
plied. The workers ought to have a 
principle of international relationship in re- 
gard to commercial and industrial affairs, 
and this resolution did not admit the 
principle of freedom internationally, com- 
mercially, and industrially, as between one 
nation and another. The British cotton 
trade was international, and they must have 
free commercial intercourse as between one 
nation and another. i 

The resolution was defeated. 


NATIONAL AGREEMENTS. 


Mr. E. R. Poulton moved, on behalf of 
the Boot and Shoe Operatives, a resolution 
instructing the General Council to urge upon 
the Government the desirability of giving to 
national agreements, voluntarily entered into 
and approved by Joint Industrial Councils, 
the same validity as awards under the Trades 
Boards Acts, with the object of ensuring 
the observance of fair conditions of labour by 
those engaged in the industry whenever re- 
quested by the parties to an agreement. 

Mr. John Hill (Boilermakers) opposed the 
motion. 

Mr. Cohen (Garment Workers, Glasgow) de- 
clared that the resolution would tend towards 
a further enslavement of the workpeople. It 
shewed that the Joint Industrial Councils 
were a failure.

Mr. J. Jagger (Distributive Workers) 
moved a resolution reaffirming the determined 
opposition of the Congress to 
arbitration, and declaring that under . no 
circumstances would it permit any interfer- 
ence with the richt to strike. He said that 
prominent members of the Government had 
stated that they were jn favour of imposing 
compulsory arbitration on public servants. 
Mr. Pollitt, who seconded, said the strike 
weapon in the last analysis was the weapon 
the workers would have to depend on.

Digby ea De Burgh, a well-knowa land 
owner, was engaged on his land, a. short 
distance from his residence, Dromkeen House, 
Three men wearing masks and armed with 
revolvers approached, and, without warning, 
fired at him, 

Before Mr. De Burgh had time to realise 
his position he was wounded in the left arm 
and in the body. He succeeded in getting 
cover behind a wall, and from that position 
he returned the fire of his attackers with a 
revolver. 

A lively exchang> took place for nearly a 
quarter of an hour, when one of Mr. De 
Burgh’s assailants gave a shout as if he had 
been wounded. 

Turning round Mr, De Burgh saw that one 
of the men was approaching from behind, 
and he fired at the man shooting him in the 
abdomen. ‘The other tWo men ran away. 

The seriously wounded man, whose name 
is said to be Timothy O'Donnell, of Bally- 
brood, was subsequently removed to Barring- 
ton’s Hospital at Limerick, where he lies in 
a critical! condition, 

Mr. De Burgh succeedea in making ais 
way to another part of the farm, where he 
mee his son. He was medically treated, 
and later was conveyed to the County Infir- 
mary. His condition is not serious. 

It was at first surmised that the motive for 
the outrage was agrarian, but it was learned 
subsequently that the men raided Mr. De 
Burgh's house for arms. “They failed to get 
them, and asked for Mr. De Baurgh. When 
informed that he was on the farm they went 
in that direction. Approaching him, one of 
the raiders shouted '' Out with the revolver,’’ 
after which shooting began, 

O'Donnell was operated on on Saturday, 
and the bullet was extracted.

THREE CASES AT BRAY. 


At the Bray District Court on Saturday, 
before Mr. Price, District Justice, John 
Sterling, ó Pearse’s square. Lower Dargle 
road, was charged by Superintendent Walsh, 
Civic Guards, with being unlawfully in 
possession of a rifle, a revolver, and two 
rounds of ammunition. 

John Henry deposed to searching : the 
defendant's house on August 16 and finding 
the revolver on a shelf in a wash-house and 
the rifle in the hen-house. The rifle was an 
oid one and out of order, but the revolver 
could be used. Miss Sterling, the defendant's 
sister, laid claim to the ammunition, stating 
that she had it as a souvenir.

Sergeant Rynne said that when arrested 
the defendant. said that the rifle was an old 
one and useless. He got the revolver, he 
said, a few days before on the Dublin road 
from a little boy. He had no permit for 
hrearma. 

A girl named Mulhall said that when she 
and the accused were walking along the 
Dublin road, about two months’ ago, they 
met a little boy with the revolver, -He said 
that he had found it in a ditch. Sterling 
asked the bov for the revolver, and he gave 

to him, and Sterling said that he would 
take it home and keep it as a curiosity. 

Mrs. Sterling stated that she had the rifle 
aince the evacuation of Bray by the 
‘Irregulars.’ She got it from “one of the 
boys going away.’ She did not khow that 
the revolver was in the house until the Guard 
showed it to her, 

Superintendent Walsh said that he had 
reason to believe that there were a number of 
ravolvere in the district, and, while he did 
not allege that this young man had the 
rdvolver for an unlawful purpose, there was 
the incentive to keep it for other purposes 
than as a mere '“curioc, 

Mr. Price said that, considering, the 
accused man’s good character, he would take 
He did not wish 
to send him to jail. 

The accused was ordered to find sureties, 
himself in £50 and two sureties of £25, to be 
of good behaviour for 12 months and to pay 
20s. costs. 

Mr. Samuel Fastwood, 
sented the accused. : 

A SECOND CASE. 

“I cannot help feeling that it is my duty 
to punish this boy. I must impose a sentence 
which will act as a deterrent,’’ said Mr. Price, 
in passing a sentence of two months, with 
hard labour, on a youth named Andrew 
Kavanagh, Pearse’s terrace, Bray, for being 
unlawfully in possession of a revolver and 
four rounds of ammunition.

A TRAIN AMBUSHED. 

Lieutenant Crean deposed that in 1923 he 
was stationed with the National Army in 
Wexford. On January 27th he left by the 
4.20 p.m. train from Wexford for Dublin. 
When the train arrived between the tunnel 
and Killurin it was ambushed from both sides 
of the line. After a couple of minutes firing 
ceased, but was ‘re-opened. Lieutenant Burke 
was in the carriage with the witness and was 
wounded. After about twenty minutes the 
firing ceased, and four or five armed men 
entered the carriage. They carried Lieutenant 
Burke out on the side of the line and ordered 
the witness out of the carriage. Lieutenant 
Burke asked to see Bob Lambert, and several 
of the armed party called out for Bob. After 
a couple of minutes a man came down the 
line and knelt beside Lieutenant Burke. The 
latter asked him if he was Bob Lambert. He 
replied that he was. Lieutenant Burke asked 
the accused to allow the witness to go back 
to Wexford with him: The accused said that 
he would on the condition that the witness 
would report to him in the event of anything 
happening to Lieutenant Burke. The witness 
refused to give his word. He was then taken 
up the line to the railway station. 

The whole party boarded the train, which 
proceeded to Macmine, where all persons on the 
platform were searched. They included 
Sergeant. McGill, Civie Guard: Private 


Murphy. 41st Battalion; two soldiers from 


Kerry on leave and a civilian. The armed 
party brought them and the witness to a lane- 
way and left them under an armed guard. 
After a time they saw flames coming from 
the direction of the station: They were taken 
from. the lane through a field to a house, 
where they had tea. They were subsequeftly 
browght across the country to another farm- 
house, where they were placed in a barn. 
After some time the accused came in, accom- 
panied by others, and proceeded to search 
him. He was ordered to take off his great- 
coat, tunic,-Sam Brown belt; Cardigan and 
cap. The witness then detailed the articles 
which were taken from him. He had about 
£5 in notes in his pocket book, also £2 in 
silver and coppets, which the accused took. 
He was ordered to take off his boots, but was 
later given a pair of shoes which he had in 
his attaché case. They were then told that 
they could go. The witness further stated 
that he did not see the accused again until he 
was in the Civic Guards’ matracks, where he 
identified him from about eight others. 
CROSS-EXAMINED BY THE ACCUSED. 

Mr. Lambért (cross-examining)—How were 
you treated when taken prisoner by the Re- 
publican soldieis? 

Witness—I had nothing to complain of 
except the robbery. 

What happened the uniform !— You took it. 

Did T take it off Vou or did ‘you take it off 
yourself “—T took it off on your orders. 

Who took it? 

The witness hesitated. 

Mr. Lambert—Do not be so slow about it. 

Witness—I beg your pardon—— 

Mr. Lambert—Do not you know up to this 
time of the day who took it? 

Witness—I do not know. 

Did not you know the country was in a 
state of war at the time’—Yes. - 

Mr. Lambert—I am surprised at a worthy 
soldier of the State going to such trouble 
about a uniform. I advise the State to bring 
you back and leave you safe with your 
mother. Who knows whether he had the 
money ot not? My word is as good as his. 

Witness—I know myself that I. had the 
money. 

Chief Superintendent Stack deposed to the 
arrest of the accused on the previous day. 

The Chairman said that a prima facie case 
was made out to return the acoused for trial. 

ANOTHER CHARGE. 

In another charge against Mr. Lambert it 
was alleged that he robbed Sergeant McGill, 
Ciyic Guard, on the same occasion of a silver 
watch, an overcoat, a pocket book, a Cardigan 
jacket, a fountain pen and a watch chain. 

The evidence of the sergeant was similar to 
that of Lieutenant Crean. While they were 
in the barn papers and forms which the wit- 
ness had were set on fire. He did not see 
Lieutenant Crean searched, 

Lieutenant Crean deposed that he saw 
Sergeant McGill's coat being searched and 
papers taken off him by the accused. 

n reply to the Justice, the accused stated 
that he would consider whether he would use 
the typewritten document in his defence. 

Addressing the Court, he said that he did 
not see why a soldier of the Irish Republic 
should be thrown into. a prison when some 
of his comrades who did not fight more 
honourably or had more self-respect than he 
could have their liberty. Why should he be 
a ty into prison so, unless they took it as 
spite ” | 

The Justice+The position I am in is, if a 
citizen. of the State comes forward to make a 
charge, that charge has to be investigated, 
and, pendigg the investigétiobn, the State 
must take the usual steps in: such cases. 

Actused—I say you, gentlemen, are under- 
taking a contract.of turming an honest soldier 
into a criminal. - . 

The Justice—We have nothing to do with 
that. What will.do. I will return you for 
trial on both cases. 

As Mr. Lambert was being removed from 
the court cheers were raised.

PROSECUTION. 


At the Bray District Court, on Saturday, 
Cornelius de Groot,.. proprietor @f the 
Clydagh Hotel, Greystones, was prosecuted 
at ‘the suit of Superintendent Walsh, of the 
Civic Guard, for having for purposes of sale, 
or exposing for sale, a quantity of intoxicat- 
ing liquors on, the 16th August, without hav- 
ing a‘ licence. ;

‘In an office the Guards stated that they 
found: 32 bottles of porter, 13 bottles of 
Bass’s ale, 11 Baby Powers (whiskey), 
bottle three-quarters full of Benedictine, 1 
bottle three-quarters full of Scotch whiskey, 
1 bottle half full of Scotch whiskey, 1 bottle 
half full of claret, 1 bottle three-quarters full 
of Jameson's whiskey. 1 bottle halt full of 
white port, 1 bottle half full of sherry, 1 
botile one-eighth full of brandy, 1 bottle halt 
full of claret, 1 bottle one-eighth full of 
tawny port. 1 bottle half full of gin, 1 bottle 
quarter full Chablis. : 

In the cellar were found: 6 dozen Bass’s 
ale, 14 dozen O'Connell's ale, 5 bottles of 
Burgundy, 12 bottles of Loudenne (Blanc), 2 
bottles of Jameson's whiskey, 1 bottle of 
Sauterne, 5 bottles of claret, 6 bottles of port. 
5 bottles of sherry, 1 bottle of Chablis, 7 
bottles of claret, 6 bottles of champagne.

Mr. R, T. F. Greene (Messrs. Harris and 
Greene) appeared for the defendant, Cornelius 
de Groot. 

Mr. Greene said that his client would 
plead guilty to exposing liquor for sale. 

Mr. Price said that this was an offence of 
which one must take serious notice. Here 
they had a man who evaded the Licensing 
Code altogether, and made a profit. 
He did not like imposing fines, but, 
under the circumstances, he would fine defen- 
dant £10, and he would have to pay costs. 

The drink found in the offica was ordered 
to. be confiscated. The liquor found in the 
cellar should be kept over until the next 
court day, when the alleged owners could 
appear, and if he were satisfied it would be 
handed over to them.

ROBBERY CHARGES. 


BROTHERS SENT FOR TRIAL. 


Several hours were occupied by Mr. J. O. 
Fahy, District Justice, at a Special Court in 
Wexford on Friday, in investigating a series 
of charges of robbery against two brothers 
named John and Josephs O'Neill, The 
charges, which were brought in the name of 
the Attorney-General, were conducted by Mr. 
T. J. Kelly, LL.B., State Solicitor. The 
accused were not professionally represented. 

In the first case the accused were charged 
with breaking into the dwellinghousé of Mr. 
Jehn Warren, farmer, Ballyduff, Camolin, on 
the night of July 2th, and stealing an 
electro-plated teapot, a mahogany case, with 
its contents—six Silver knives and forks, a 
silver butter knife, a fruit. or bread fork, a 
sugar tongs and two spoons; a case of 
carvers, a coloured velvet dress, a black and 
white sponge cloth dress, a man’s brown 
plaid suit, a: man's grey suit, two ladies’ 
cardigans, two men’s heavy overcoats, a pair 
of men’s boots, two pairs of shoes, a. man’s 
brown hat, a case of 12 silver spoons, a pair 
of binoculars, a Jady’s brown hat, a silver- 
backed hair brush, a bangle, a table centre, 
a brown silk scarf, a pair of men’s woollen 
gloves, a child's fur cap, a woollen schrf, a 
necklace, and Jadies’ clothing. 

John O'Neill was in a second summons 
charged with breaking into the house of Mr. 
John Pierce, Scarawalsh, Enniscorthy, and 
stealing £2 10s. and 12s. 2d. worth of 
postage stamps. ! 

The acoused, who reserved their defence, 
were returned for trial, and three other cases 
were adjourned to the Enniscorthy District 
Court. 

When the Court resumed after . the 
luncheon adjournment, the Justice stated 
that he entered the Court at 3 o'clock to 
find the two accused men without a single 
Civic Guard in charge of them. The articles 
of property were also left in the Court with- 
out anyone in charge. He had been sitting 
five minutes, during w..ich there was not a 
guard present. 

hief Superintendent Stack stated that a 
guard was left in charge of the Court for the 
adjournment. 

The Justice repeated that no guard was in 
attendance when he resumed his seat.

The pre- 
valence of typhus had been greatly diminished 
during recent vears.

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KILLED ON THE 
RAILWAY. 


JOCKEY’S DEATH AT 
LIMERICK JUNCTION. 


An inquest was held at the Tipperary 
District Hospital on Saturday on the body 
of John Burns, the well-known Irish jockey, 
who met a shocking death at Limerick 
Junction on Thursday night by being run 
over by a train and decapitated. 

Mr. William Frewen, solicitor, appeared for 
the railway company. 

James Burns, Limerick, brother of the 
deceased man, identified the remains. His 
brother was aged 37, and left a widow ‘and 
two children. He resided in Kildare. 

John McHugh, shunter at Limerick 
Junction, deposed that about 11.50 on the 
night of the 4th he found the body on the 
line. He looked round .and saw the head 
sOme little distance away outside the rails. 
He. sent word to the station for help, and the 
remains were. brought to the waiting room. 

Edward Walsh, driver of the 9.45 p.m. mail 
from Limerick to Waterford, deposed that the 
train arrived at Limerick Junction about five 
minutes past eleven. He noticed nothing 
particular at the Junction. 

Dr. John. Coffey deposed that on examina- 
tion he found the head of the deceased com- 
pletely severed from the body. The left arm 
was almost torn from the shoulder and there 
was.a fracture of the right thigh bone. There 
were also a number of scalp wounds, ; The 
witness was of the opinion that death resulted 
from shock and hemorrhage. 

Mr. Patrick Lee, Stationmaster at Limerick 
Junction, explained that shunting operations 
went on at this place after the arrival of the 
night mail train, Limerick to Waterford. On 
this particular night carriage trucks from 
Cork for Clonmel had to be taken off the 
Cork mail. It must have been during these 
shunting operations that this unfortunate 
man came along the line and met his death. 

The jury found that the deceased met his 
death accidentally by a train running over 
him. They tendered deep sympathy to his 
bereaved relatives.

‘AT CLONTARF. 


His Excellency the Governor-General opened 
the new bowling green which has been laid 


down by the Clontarf Golf Club 'at a cost of | 


over £1,000 on Saturday afternoon in the 
presence of a very large gathering of the 
members of the club and their friends. At 
three o'clock His Excellency was received by 
the Rev. J. L. Morrow (president of the golf 
club), Senator Moran (vice-president), Sir 
James Percy, Mr. David Barry (vice-president), 
Mr. 8. H. Dunseith (captain of the club), and 
the hon. secretary, Mr. T. Carson. 

The President, welcoming His Excellency, 
said that that was his second visit to their 
club. On the first occasion he came there to 
open the golf club, and they were all aware of 
the success that followed the opening cere- 
mony. (Hear, hear.) Now His Excellency was 
kind enough to come a second time to open 
the bowling green, and they all looked upon 
it as a red-letter day. (Applause.) he 
Clontarf Golf Club was not only a golf club, 
but a sports club, and it had been the aim of 
the | tee 9: to make it a sports club for the 
residents of Clontarf. Unfortunately, they had 
only a short lease of ten years at a very sub- 
stantial rent, but they hoped to get control of 
it for the future. The club was for the benefit 
of the residents of Clontarf, and they would 
be able to go to their landlords (who were a 
public body) and say, ‘‘Here is the last chance 
of having a sports ground for the people of 
Clontarf, " and they would ask them to leave 
it for the benefit of the people. (Applause.)

UNEMPLOYED COUNCIL’S 
ACTION. 


The Council of the Unemployed met at the 
Trades Hall, Capel street, Du hn, on Satur- 
day evening last, Mr. R. Lennon presiding. 
Several cases of individuals holding day and 
night jobs were brought under the notice of 
the Council, in some instances of well-known 
trades unionists.

MAIL BOAT’S LOST. 
PASSENGER. 
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MAN’S IDENTITY STIL.L 
UNKNOWN. 


There was no further news last night at 
Kingstown concerning the identity of the 
man who was reported on. Friday night to 
have been lost from the mail boat Cambria 
when nearing Holyhead. 

Vartbus statements have been current as to 
the circumstances under which the man dis- 
appeared. One is that he gave his watch to 
a passenger and told him to keep it as he 
would not want it again,-and then jumped 
over the ship’s side. Another, that he took 
off his coat and hat in the presence of other 
passengers and leaped into the sea. ‘these 
statements appear to be without foundation. 

It was a dark night, after 11 o'clock, and 
few people were on deck, when a passenger in 
the second class at the steerage end of the 
mail boat was startled by seeing a man, whom 
he had not before noticed, suddenly fling 
himself over the bulwarks and disappear. 

The passenger raised the alarm of “man 
overboard.”’ The cry reached the bridge and 
a buoy, with a flare apparatus attached, was 
immediately flung. after the man. ‘The 
steamer’s. engines were stopped, and Captain 
Telford put about his ship. The. Cambria, 
owing to her high speed, had run a-consider- 
able dittanee, but. the flare attached to the 
buoy lay burning on.the surface of the water,

FLYING ACCIDENTS.

STATEMENT BY ROYAL AIR 
FORCE. 

The: Air Ministry makes 
announcement :— i 

Public attention. has recently been directed 
to the question of flying accidents in the 
Roval Air Force. in order to remove any 
misconceptions, which may consequently have 
arisen, the Air Ministry point out that com- 
parisons which have been made of the actual 
number of accidents during the last three 
years,take no account ‘of the increase in the 
size of the force during this period, and the 
much greater amount of flying which is carried 
out in all units than was formerly the case. 


the following 


‘During the period July, 1921, to July, 1924, 


the number of squadrons has been raised from 
34 to 48, and in addition to this the average 
amount of flying time per pilot has increased 
Again, owing to the 
expansion of the Royal Air Force now in 
progress, and other factors, the number of 

ilots under training at, the present time is 
arger than would be required for the existing 
48 squadrons, and this has entailed a further 
material increast in the current volume of 
flying. 

‘In consequence of these factors, whereas the 
actual number of accidents in the present year 
shows am increase upon the” corresponding 
figures for 1923 and 1922, there has, none the 
less, been a continuous improvement during 
the last two years in the ratio of hours 
flown to fatal accidents. Thus, the number 
of machine hours flown during the.12 months 


ending June, 1923, for each fatal aceident, 


showed .an increase of over 47 per cent, as 
compared with thé 12 months ending June 


ió0th, 1922. This intprovement. was more than 


maintained during the 12 months ending June, 
1924, when there was a further increase of 7. 
per cent. in the number of hours flown for 
each fatal accident. ; 


in increased casualties in time of war, 

These considerations are fully appreciated 
by the officers and men of the Royal Air 
Force, but those who are not cognisant of all 
the facts are naturally prone to- draw 
erroneous deductions in regard to both 
personnel and material. As regards the 
latter, while the Air Force is gradually being 
re-equipped with machines of new design, 
there 1s no ground for suggesting that the 
older designs, still in use, are in any way 
unsafe or lacking in airworthiness. 

Whenever an accident occurs, no pains are 
ree to ascertain its causes; in addition to 
the Court of Inquiry, convened by the unit 
concerned, in the case of all accidents at home, 
specially appointed officers are despatched to 
investigate every detail on the spot, and re- 
port direct to the Air Ministry.
